which then had scanty medical 
services, It was some five years 
later that the Wainwright Muni- 
cipal Hospital was built and the 
many cases which had previ- 
ously been treated at home or 
taken to the city hospitals were 
provided with modern facilities 
here. 

Mrs. Adams was a native of 
Ireland, where she was born in 
1889, and she would have reach- 
ed the age of 70 years. She came 
to Canada in 1911 and trained as 
a nurse in the Royal Alexandra 
Hospital in Edmonton. She was 
one of the first graduating class 
of that school of nursing. Shortly 
after the outbreak of the first 
World War she joined the armed 
forces and went to England.

I get so mad when I read 
another of those Accusations that 
Canadians have lost the pioneer- 
ing spirit. According to 
gloomy aetractors, this generation, 
is just a bunch of softies looking 
for an easy life. 

I know a jot of prairie women 
who could tell them a thing or 
two about pioneering. [hey are 
not old \ omen, either, and they 
may not look at all like pioneers. 


For instance, just recently I 
spent a delightful afternoon in 
Edmonton listening .o some _hil- 


arious but hair-raising tales of the 
rigours of prairie school teach- 
ing. 

The women present were all 
young, sophisticated and success- 
ful writers. Several had started 
their careers in some remote 
teacherage and obviously relished 
a lot of happy memories of their 
pioneering experiences. 

Elsie Park Gowan, playwright, 
told this tale. 

When she left college at seven- 
teen, she was desperate for a job. 
Hearing of a teaching vacancy in 
the Peace River country, she wired 
that she was coming, scyaped up 
the money for a one-way fare and 
got on a train for the north with- 
out knowing if she would be 
accepted. 


In her own dramatic words: 
_ “After 23 hours on that train, I 
got off at a tiny station scared to 
death that my gamble hadn't 
worked, But, sure enough,. there 
in the purple twilight was a man 
in a democrat come to meet me.” 


Eugenie Myles, author, was also 
‘seventeen when she crouched 
alone and terrified in her first 
teacherage, while the local Indian 
braves, in a burst of Saturday 
night frivolity, galloped their 
horses round and round the build- 
ing whoopirg and _ hollering. 

“Of course, I quickly learned 
that they were only having fun 
and actually were more afraid of 
me than I of them,” she told us. 

Indians often regarded the local 
school teacher as the representa- 
tive of the law. The women told 
how they were expected to settle 
arguments, pass judgment on mis- 
doers and even to heal the ‘sick 
and kept us roaring with laughter 


swapping stories of their adven-. 


‘tures. 


There must be countless similar 


tales that can still be told by 
hundreds o: prairie school teach- 
ers. Perhios a_ really remote 


teacherage would be a good place 
to send all those people who de- 
plore the passing of the Canadian 
pioneer spirit.

Warble Control: 
Not too long ago warble con- 
trol was thought of as a spring 
operation. With advent of sys- 
temic insecticides such as Tro- 
lene end Co-Ral it is now pos- 
sible to do the treating in the 
fall and prevent all damage to 
the animals. Hrolene is adminis- 
tered as a bolus and results have 
been variable. Co-Ral is adminis- 
tered as a spray and results 
have been very good for both 
warble control and louse con- 
trol. The initial cost of Co-Ral 
may seem high, but the benefit 
to the cattle is great enough that 
it is very profitable to the cattle- 
man. Co-Ral should be used be- 
tween September 15th and De- 
cember 15th (the earlier the bet- 
ter). Follow directions closely 
for best results.
